Ho objects to changing
the busis of representation, beciaso “aggregnio
jopulstion is ite true bBesin.” Then why not
disperso from the lotfer of the law the “‘ithree-
fifths ot all persons ™ He thinks that these

three-fifths should romain s they are, becpuse
neither unfranchised women nor fargigners can
vole, though they are lncluded in the represen-
tative numbey, Yet the convietion is universal
that forelgners, under our now unamended
luws, cun vote nfter n shor: and needed expe-
rienee of our institutlons, and that women are
more or less wintimately represented by fathers
brothers, and children, The unrepredente

“three-iiths” were until Istely slaves; bought,
sold, and liable to be malureated, by the very
terms of Inw and sale, They have no yolce in
representation suve throngh their ownors, who
Mri* uol expected w vobte ugalnst thelr own bare
gaing,

‘Tiiese nalive cltizens have not even the pros-
pect ta vole which is accorded forvigners of
any class, anlogewe assure it to then. Hence,
the nation 1is hearilly in favor of restoring to
the negro the fraction of two-fiths robbed rrom
his manhood, and erecting him into fall citizen-
ship. We must either do this, and by the in-
controvertible influences of law, interest, and
justios, make all races inends, or we wost con-
sent that the blses man shall be represented by
his enemy and our own, 1o _his oppression and
our deieal, Wo capnot yield to a bargatn so
stupendously absurd ns to make s platform of
niurdered rights for irenson to stand on and
confront loyalty, If there Is any danger in the
superstructure of representalion which we are
to plant on the popular basls at the South, it
will be tenfold more disastrous i we deny justice
ut the loundation,

Mr, Browning may mistake his own dritt, but
we assure him that he bas been molling back-
wards in the interest of dishonesty, Why
should he repeat the stale talk about *‘equili-
brium,” when, if we must know “no North,
South, East, or West, but the whole coaniry,”
wo mist dismiss sucn antique logic ns Lhis:—
“It would be better for all parties aud interests,
and tar more hopeiul for the perpetuity of the
Government, if something like sn egquilibrium
ol stiength between the different seotions of the
covntry could be maintained,” Does our oracle
of yesterday mean that we are still 1o conzerve
a North and o SBouth, and draw lines between
Fast and Wesl, uoder some notion that lna
nutional union of commonwealths there muost
be some such old-world idea as & balanse of
power? Toe troe equiliorinm must every year
make the Union more uational, and South Caro-
lna aud Rhole Island more loon), and ihe
country, o all points of the compuss, more
united and homogeneous, But we cannot do
this by perpetuating under a compaet utterly
violated on one side such unrighteons adyvan-
tages in South Caroling as we cannot iolerate
in the much larger State of New York, That is
not equilibrinm, popular or othierwise. wherein
the South hus moslz privileges and the North
most population, Mike & true equilibrinm of
equal rights and exact justice towards all men,
and we shiall hear little of State lincs and risky
balinces between North and South at the mercy

New Political Questions.
From the Times,

We conied yesterday from the Awti-Slavery
Slandard of this week, a brief article which may
command more atteniion by-and-by than it is
likely to receive at the present moment,

One of the ultra extremists wrltes to Wendell
Phillips, touching a new dunger which he snuffs
in the breeze. He is satistied that the Constitu-
tional amend ment will be adopted by & portion
at least of the Southern Siates, and that the
Southern members will thereupon be admitied
to their seats in Congress, This, he says, leaves
the negroes of the South without the right of
sullrage, and thus revives the whole programme
upon which the extremists have onrried on the
contest. Under these clrcumstances he thinks
part of the game may be saved by “trading”
with the south for the negro vote, This is his
plan, Tohe ¢lopse in the amendment which is
niuet objectionable to the South 1s that which
excludes o cluss of their peop e frum office; yot
this may be abrogated at uny time with the
fesent ol two-thirds of Congress. Now, he pro-
posce, let Congress aeree 1o abrogate that claase

wheuever the South will give the right of suf-
Irage imnpartiaily 1o all her people,

Phillips Is equally significaut in another diree-
tion, He makes no strong objection o this
yropotition 8¢, but suys he 18 opposed to
recognizing the Bouthern Stites as Slales nt ull.
He docs not wlsh the Soutlh admitted to the
Unlon with & shure of political power under the
Constitution, He alms at ber perwanent or in-
definite exclunon,

We deem it not ae all lmprobable that the
Southern Slates may assent to, even if they do
not themselves propoae, the admission of colored
men to the right ';' ;mﬂtnge ureu some terms of

nalidewtion, such, for éxample, as are now pre-
Eﬂ!'bed by :ﬁe Gol;tt!tution of (he Btate of New
York. As we have more than afice poluted out,
all thelr interests will leaa them 1 thut direc-
tion. Whenever that shall happen, we venture
1o predict that a party will be developed in New

gland to the rendmission of the
southern Blates into the Union st all, There is
already avery sfrong conviction within those
six compact aud ambitiong little Common-
wodnl the Union can be betler governed,
and 3?! be reslly more homogeneous and better
adapted to their purposes without the South than
with it.

The Eastern Luest lon, .l
From the World, :

We printed yesterdny a condensed account
of the origin of the "Ewiern Question” in
Europe, and of its past and present relations
with European politica and diplomacy. Al
the elgns now polul to an early and serioas
embiollment of the BEurgpean powers over this
guesiion, an embroilment which, even il it does
not result in » great and general BEuropean war, |
must at least definitely put an end to the
domnion of the Turks in Europe, and introduce
upon the stage of Kuropean evenls one, if not |
two, new vatlonallties in the East, The Knglish
press, while it earnestly deprecatea (he iden
of anew war on the “[astern Queation,” very
plainly fntimates that Eoglend will certainly
Bght to prevent the sequisition of Egypt b_r any
great Eulopean power, which resolution, iT Eng-
Innd bolds to if, must preity certalnly compe!
Evgland, however unwiliing she may b to do
80, 10 Join France in preventing the acquisition
by Ruskis eitber of Censlantinople or of any
Lterritory the pos:e:gion of which would tend to
give Russin the control of the Black Ses. For
while France, under Napoleon 111, is perfectly
capubie of leaving the F:urolxrnn provinces of
Turkey to group themeselves into new and inde-
pendent communities, 1t s clear thae she eould
not permit Russia to ngerandize horself in the
Levaut without balanting that fgerandizement
by acquisitions of her own, Russia at Constan-
tinople necessarily weans France at Smyrns and
Alexandria.

It Is probably of good omen for the peacel

sdjustment ol the *'Bustern Question,” that the
three powerful States of Contral nud Sonthern
Europe, Prosstn, Austrin, aud Tialy, are now
nlike interested in proveuting the growth of the
Russinn inr_-r southward, and in securing to
the Christian populations of Turkey—Sclavon'e,
Ureck, and Roumanian—the grealest possible
development of their own resource:, "As our |
gketeh of the “Esstern Question” shows, how-
ever, it has alwuys been complicated with and
modified by the general policy of Europe. This
fuct, and not the power of Turkey to retain her
European possessions, origlually made it a
“Question;” and in tuis luc-.t.flq perils for Europe
slll reside. The revolutionary spirlt, to sun-
press which was the aim of the European Con-
gress which in 1815 oreated the “Eastern Ques-
tion,” has indeed completely triumpheds and
the “balance of power” which the same Con- |
gress #0 earnestly soughl to preserve, hus besn
utterly chauged by the emuncipation of Italy,
the gjection of Austria from Germany, and the
development of the power of Prossia,

But the territorial relutions of Prussin with
Frauce, and the condilions of the new Germanle |
dunhsm, are still i an unsalisfactor; state; ana
there must nece-suarily arlge out o any grave
Oriental crisis many occusions which can he
converted (nto excuses, I¥ any great powor secks
such excus=es, for bringing on in the Bast a war
imended to produoce its etfects, not in the Bast,
but in the West, While Prossiastill keops hor
hand on the hill of the hardly shesthed sword: |
while Austria still chafes under her detent and
hesitules a3 to her future policy: while Rustia
still see# a hope, however falut, of regaming the |
ground she lostin 1856—gronnd whieh i€t be not |
gpeedily regained. is doubtless lost forever: and
while Napoleon I1l., whoee one grand pre-ocen-
pation it is to leave as few mischievous Kuropean
questions as poszible to trouble his son and sue-
gnceessor, still bas to lortity the froniiers of |
France sgamst the probablé consolidation of |
German power, it 15 impossible that the potitica)
destiny of European Turkey can be seriongly
taken up and nel=d upon without the very
gravest danger to the pence of the world,

The Next Mossage of the Presldent to

Congress.
From the Herald.
It Is reported that the President ha« com-
menced preparing the marerinls for his message
to Congress on the ussembling of that body in |
December. Similar state papers from hm |
herelofore huve been marked for thelr ability,
and we have renscn to expect this will be also,
The stale ol the conntry, the important qies-
tions at issue and to be submitted, and the pecu.
lar position be and Congress occupy townrds
each other, will necessarily cause much serfions
thought over and coareful preparation of this
document.
The message, like all that have preceded it
from himselt und forwer Presidents, will em-
brace, of course, i genernl view ol the situation
ol the country, from the gravest nationsl and
internationsl  gquestions 10 matters relatine to !
the Indians and the Districl of Columbia, But
there are a few subjects ol absorbing nterest,
which we believe will be placed prominently in
the foreground. These wili be, probably, the I
sublect of restoration of the Sonthern States,
tout of our [oreign relations, and (hat of the
nationnl tinances,

The question of Southern restoration, while |
it is a very meportant one, need npot oceapy
much space in the message, for the Preslent
has exhausted it, so far a8 his doties and faue-
tiongpo. He bas reconstructed the Inte rebel-
lious States as far as Exccutive power coula
go, and hus—with the best motives, undoubt-
edly—endeavored 10 finish the work ol recon-
struction by urging upon Congress the imme-
diate admission of Senators and members from
those States, Thut 158 all he could do; the |
completion of the work, as he admits, rests with
Congress; lor that body bas the sole power
of udmitting or rejecting Representatives
and  Senwtors, Wheteer Congress  has
acted wisely, or strictly la sccordance with
the epirit of the Conpstitution and theory of
our Government, is a question upon which peo-
e differ, and which 1t is unnecessary (o discuss
Lcrr.-. It bl the power in its hands, and enose
to excrelse it in excluding the Southern Stutes
until ¢certmin conditions should be complied
with. These conditions are embraced (n the
Constitutional amendment,  The conftiot be-
tween the President and Congress on the polley
of Immediate restoration, or iestoration only
under these conditions, has unfortunately ended
in o bilter political issue and much bad Tecling,
ond, ag a consequence, has tended to rotard the
work of restoring the South. This issue was
brovght fnto the late elections, and the poople
of 1he North bave sustained the polioy of Con-
grese,  We cannot go bebind this verdiet, The
President himseii saould gracefully vield to the
volee of the people. Tt is the part of statesman-
#hip to do so, The gresieet statesmen in all
covufiries in the present age try to direot the
current rather than to stem it,. How much
1ore shoold this be the cuse under our pu]n:lar
and republicun form of government! The Pre-
suident, therelove, need say but little on the sub-
ject of restoration; but Le shovld leave it
Where It now rests, with Coungress. Anyfuriher
confiict would be useless, wnd might do much
